FLOOD PROTECTION 
URGED 


Emergency 
Commission 
Has 
Report 


Ready For Governor 


Indianapolis, Jan. 13.— That flood.U 
are a constant menace to several im- j 
portant cities of Indiana and that there 
should be no delay in establishing pro­ 
tection against a repetition of the high 
waters is a finding of the state flood 
commission, which is ready to report 
to Governor Ralston. 
E . W . Shirk of I 
Peru is chairman of the commission. 
The tangible losses from the flood 
of March, 1913, reached approximately 
$25,000,000, according to the commis-1 
sion’s estimate, and the damage to the 
county bridges and 
highways alone 
w as more than $3,000,000. 
The commission declares that a fac­ 
tor of vital importance in connection 
with the prevention of flood damage is 
the necessity not alone of wise provi­ 
sions for the study of the flood prob­ 
lem in Indiana, but of a wise regula­ 
tion of flood preventive works so that 
they m ay not, while benefiting the pa., 
tieular locality for which they are de­ 
signed, work hardship or damage on 
the other localities, and so that, by the 
combining of the resources and activi­ 
ties of separate localities, in many 
cases more satisfactory protection m a y 
be obtained at a low er cost,
